GEN- GRANT'S RECEPTION. 


As promised. General Ulysses S. Urant, 


the hero of Appomattox, and the foremost 
citizen of the Nation, arrived in Decatur 
on yesterday afternoon from Chicago, 
accompanied by his younger son Jesse 
R. Grant and General and Mrs. .Tohn 
A. Logan. They were met atjtement by 
General Oglesby, James Millikin, W. C. 
Johns, I A. Buckingham, Major Emery 
and Major Wham, of Wyoming Territory, 
and were received at the train on its ar- 
rival here by Mayor Waggoner, the city 
government, A. T. Hill, .John Ullrich, 
John A. Barnes, Jno. K. Warren, James 
W. Haworth and Charles P. Housum, the 
local and visiting military, veterans, and 
n excited crowd of about 8,000 peoplei 
who filled all the available space on all 
ides of the depot. As the train came in 
tght, Danville Battery "A" fired a presi- 
dential salute of 21 guns in honor of our 
distinguished visitor, and the surging 
crowd cheered lustily as the General 
appeared on the platform of the elegant 
coach he occupied. 


It had been arranged to have the ad- 


dress of welcome by the mayor delivered 
on the platform at the depot, but the com- 
mittee found it utterly impossible to keep 
the crowd baek. The only way out of 
the difficulty was to resort to a ruse by 
which the bulk of the crowd was invei-

personally. I trust you will have the pa- 
tience to listen until I make a partial ex- 
planation, [cries of "Oglesby !" "Ogles- 
by!" "be still boys ; hold on and hear 
the Governor !"J 


Gen. Grant is now the guest of our city; 


he visits the city to meet his old regi- 
ment, the 21st III. He visits Decatur at 
this time f orthe purpose of receiving again 
the cordial greeting of his old comrades. 
He has been traveling all day; was up 
rery early in the morning riding many 
hours, and is necessarily very weary. In- 
stead of permitting him to march from 
the depot the crowd forced the General 
to (a voice, "make a retreat") go around a 
different way from (what was intended. 
He will meet the 2kt Regiment at the 
Tabernacle to-night; he will be with you 
all day to-morrow on the fair ground and 
in the city. To-morrow evening he must 
return to Chicago on the ten o'clock tram. 
He has had nothing to eat, and if you 
will be kind enough to let him retire and 
get a little chicken he will be very grate- 
ful to you.
